Carbon tdiuxide and olher {race 
Bases have u hothouse effect on the al 
mosphere which could aflecl the 
world's efimate tb devastating cffect,. 

So great hopes are being placel on 
renewable energy sources such as sUn= 
liglt, wind, water and biomass which, 
if harnessed on any great scale, would 
prevent any further increase in lle Cur- 
bon diuxide count. 

Klaus Heinloth of Bonn Universily 
made it clear at a scientific congress in 
Herlin that (hese were long-term 
hopes. 

Professor Meinoth, a member uf Ihe 
Bundestag commission of cuquiry on 
prmeclion uf the Earth's utmosphere, 
mide this point at the beginning ul ihe 
Sixth International Solar Forum. 

He told fellow-scientists that hopes of 
renewable energy taking over from fus= 
sil fuels, which still meet about 90 per 
cent uf the world’s enurgy needs, woulcl 
be wishful thinking lor some time. 


The time is short 


Coun bustion of fossil fuels would 
nevd, he said, lo be reduced by he- 
tween 60 and 80 per cent over the next 
50 years if (he further temperature in- 
crease was to be limited lo betwecn 
une and two degrees cenligrade. 

Renewable energy would, in con- 
trust, take fur longer than 50 years to 
develop to an extent to which it might 
be in a pasitian to take over from fossil 
fuels. 

Neither the world's production ca- 
pacity nor its technical know-how nor 
ils financial resources were, or would 
he, sufficlent to complete this task in a 
mere 5U years. 

Priority, Professor Heinloth said, 
must thus be given to a drastic reduc- 
tion in energy consumption. 

This was. particularly true of the in- 
dustrialised countries, which account 
ed for about 85 per cent of the world's 
Cnergy consumption.

But the lack of suspicion by many vic- 
tims and deccivecl people can be pri- 
marily seen as a sign of the climate uf 
vur performance-oriented and profit 
minded sucicty. 

AlII experts with experience in white- 
collar erime are convinced thut this kind 
of criminal, alter laving hvcen caught 
anl senlenced, is not socially oxtra- 

cised, The Tabby view prevails that the 

“successful guy” lus had tough luck, {Ie 
did not know, so to speak, “what he had 
gol mixed up in,” 

A current case exemplifies this chear- 
ly. Despite being found guilty uf veriuls 
tax evasion a well-known politician his 
applied, without {he turn of a halt, for 
tbe chairmanship of his political party. 

If he had previously stolen only it few 
hundreds from somvonc, angered pub- 
lic opinion would hive iustanlly pul it 
slop lo his carvet. 

We cun cunclude from this hit peu- 
ple's reaclions to crime no longer iil- 
wiys follow time-honoured palleris. 
New types ul crime intl their Culsur 
quences have oor ben fully apprecialeul 
and assimilated, 

Experts claim that the cxamination 
alone of confiscated files in ù cise ul 
white-collar crime can last Irom 4U 
Necks lu u ycar. Tle teitun fur this i 
that there is ù lack of specialists working 
with the police — lax and management 
experts are rare and expensive. 

The limited personnel in the specia- 
lised inspectors’ offices ure already 
overburdened in dealing with hankrupt- 
cy cases — in 1987 there were 5,700, 

Gehm reports thal it is not only handl- 
ing all the paper work that causes strain 
bul the BKA's limited capacities to carry 
out investigalions. Time and tinte again 
consultations lasting hours are necessary 
in order to cume up with the legal classifi 
cation of the facts of a case. 

It is also equally as complicated getl” 
ing at who is the person responsible i in.a 
campany or getting al thg rgal men be 
hind a swindling firm. 

Environmental crimes show just how 
blurred and weak are the mearts to hand 
to take action against these wrongdoers. 

There were 17,930 environmental 
crimes officially registered last year. kis 
true that most were trifling cases.

But 
in cases of air pollution the perpetrators 
are nat investigated. 

The consequcnces for people ine 
volved in environmental crime have

Perseverance and - motivation are 
more important than extremes of talent 
for feats of intellectual achievement. 

Psychologists have ' abandoned the 
view that top-flight intellectual accom- 
plishments are mainly due to lereditary 
aptitude or tulent, particularly a high 
IQ. 

‘This change of mind is outlined by 
Wolfgang Schucider of the Max Planck 
Psychological Research Institute, Mu- 
nich, writing in the 3/88 issue of Psy- 
chologie in Erzichung und Unterricht. 

‘This longstanding vicw was hard hit 
decadus ago by the findings of a long- 
term survey of 1,500 high-IQ (135+) 
children in the United States, 

Many of them Proved above average 
in their success in later life, bul many 
uthers fell far short of the expectntions 
that had originally been placed in them.
